"CHICK" MYERS 
DIES SUDDENLY 
THIS MORNING 


Charles Jefferson "Chick" Myers, 


47, 149 Chambersburg street, a sign 
painter in Gettysburg for more than 
20 years, veteran of World War I 
and a special borough police officer 
for brief periods on a number of 
occasion^ in. recent jcar~. clic-ct sud- 
denly this morning about 8:30 
o'clock at the Letterkenny Ordnance 
depot, near Chambersburg, where 
he had worked as a sign painter 
for the last year. 


Depot physicians said Mr. Myers 


died of a coronary embolism a few 
minutes after he reached the dis- 
pensary for examination. 


Members of 
his 
family 
said 


"Chick" had complained of a pain 
in his chest Thursday evening and 
had consulted a physician. He was 
given medicine and~retired. 
He 


arose as usual this morning about 
5:30 o'clock and left for Chambers- 
burg. 


Dl^s. Suddenly 


When he was taken to the dis- 


pensary by a fellow workman this 
morning, he complained again of a 
severe pain in his chest. After a 
quick examination he was told to 
lie on a cot and was given medicine. 
Death occurred within a few min- 
utes. 


The deceased was the only son of 


Charles W. and Clara Belle (Rife) 
Myers, 151 Chambersburg street. 
He attended Gettysburg high school 
and the former Gettysburg academy. 


He was inducted into service in 


the first World war. July 26, 1918, 
after having been rejected three 
times for enlistment. He was sent 
to Camp Wadsworth, South Caro- 
lina, and was assigned to Company 
K, 4th" Pioneer Infantry. There 
he served until September 20, 1918, 
when he was discharged. He was a 
member of the Albert J. Lentz Post 
No. 202 of the American Legion of 
Gettysburg. 


Mr. Myers served as a special bor- 


ough policeman on many occasions 
when extra police help was needed 
in emergencies here. He held that 
position during the 75tlx- anniver- 
sary reunion here in 1938. 


Active Fireman 


He was an active member of the 


Gettysburg fire company and had 
served as an assistant chief and a 
tmck driver for many years. --He 
was a member of the Veteran Fire- 
men's Association of Gettysburg, 
the Adams County Firemen's asso- 
ciation and the Pennsylvania State 
Firemen's association. 


He was an active member of the 


Gettysburg Aerie, Fraternal Order 
of Eagles, for a number of years. 


Last year he was appointed by 


Judge W. C. Sheely as constable 
of the second ward and last fall was 
re-elected to that office. 


The county Council of Defense 


had named him bomb reconnaisance 
agent in the county civilian de- 
fense organization but he was re- 
placed in that office by Daniel J. 
Wolff when he accented the Let- 
terkenny position last year. 


Surviving besides his parents are 


his widow. Mrs. Grace (Earner) 
Myers, and two daughters, Mary 
Clare and Grace Elizabeth, both 
students at Gettysburg high school. 


Funeral services Monday after- 


noon at 2 o'clock from the Bender 
funeral home with the Rev. Fr. Mark 
E. Stock, rector of St. Francis 
Xavier Catholic church, officiating. 
Tentative arrangements were made 
today for interment in ihe National 
cemetery. 


Friends may call Sunday evening 


after 7 o'clock at the funeral home. 


State Permits But Local Draft 
Board Decides Not To Publish 
Names Of Men Called For Exams 


At the direction of the State Sel- 


ective Service headquarters the Get- 
tysburg draft board will not fur- 
nish for publication lists of men ac- 
cepted or rejected for service in the 
Armed forces, it was announced to- 
day. 


Dr. R. D. Wickerham, a mem- 


ber of the local board stated at 
the same time that a board de- 
cision has been made by which 
lists of men ordered to report 
for pre-induction physical ex- 
aminations will not in the fu- 
ture be released for publication. 
The directive sent out on the pub- 


lication of such lists by the State 
Selective Service board over the sig- 
nature of L. R. Lindgren, of the 
State Selective Service director's of- 


fice states: 


"Local boards have full au- 


thority to release the following 
for publication in the news- 
papers: 


"1. Lists of men ordered to re- 


port for pre-indnctfon physical 
examinations. 


"2. Lists of men ordered to 


report for induction into tKe 
Army and Navy. 


"Local boards should not re- 


lease the following for publica- 
tion: 


" 1. Lists of men rejected by 


the armed forces induction sta- 
tions. 


"2. Lists of men accepted for 


service in either the Army or 
Navy by the armed forces in- 
duction stations."

COUNTY SEAMAN 
HERE ON LEAVE; 
WON CITATION 


Seaman First Class Kenneth D. 


Stull, son of Mr. and Mrs Simon 
P. Stull, Fairfield R. 1, a member 
of the crew of "Baby Flat-Top B" 
which won a Presidential citation 
in November for sinking the most 
submarines in a given period was 
home today on a five-day leave, his 
first trip home since last October. 


A ship's carpenter, ne said in an 


interview today, that "there's usually 
something to do about our ship. 
In one day the planes sank five 
submarines, after sighting a pack 
of the enemy subs traveling to- 
gether." 


His job is principally to replace 


wooden planking destroyed when 
crackups occur on the flight deck 
and "there is usually enough work 
to do to keep a man fairly busy." 
The planes range off the ship for 
great distances all day long on con- 
stant lookiut for subs. When one is 
sighted the planes take off in a pack 
in swift pursuit, he said. 


The last year of his two years' 


service in the Navy has been spent 
at sea. TDurlng the two years he ht* 
seen, only one county man in the 
service,.a sailor from Two Taverns 
whose name he could not recall. 


While the planes from the carrier 


usually do not have to fight their 
way in to a submarine occasionally 
one gives battle with anti-aircraft. 
One plane was hit four times by 
ack-ack fire from an enemy sub be- 
fore he was able to sink the under- 
seas vessel. The plane, badly dam- 
aged, was able to return to the car- 
rier and make a crash landing on 
the flight deck.

The cour- 
age, coolness and skill displayed 
by this roan upon those occa- 
sions reflect great credit upon 
himself and the armed forces of 
the United States."

The best proof of the county's 


feeling toward 
the 
company of 


Minutemen was the fact that "the 
fund raised to obtain flags and 
equipment for you was raised easier 
than any other fund in the county. 
You have done something for the 
county and you have done some- 
thing for yourselves in establishing 
this organization. I hope it con- 
tinues long after the war is over," 
Judge Sheely continued. 
—"The proudestrevenintrl have ever 
had was the evening' you fellows 
came on the field at the college the 
night the flags were given to the 
Air Corps cadets here. You got as 
much applause as the air cadets. I 
was among the air cadet officers at 
the time and every one asserted 
that you have a grand outfit. We 
are with you 100 per cent; keep 
going." 


Capt. Brame Speaks 


Captain C. Arthur Brame, com- 


mandant of the local Minutemen, 
gave a brief resume of the history 
of the organization and reported 
that- men called into the armed 
forces from the company have given 
proof of the usefulness of its train- 
ing by the speed of their promo- 
tions. 


"Shortly after the beginning of 


the war the Third Service Command 
asked for the organization of state 
guards. The governor of Pennsyl- 
vania then organized the 
State 


Guard and the State Guard Re- 
serve, now known as the Minute- 
men. A captain and two lieuten- 
ants were named for Adams county 
and the officers were asked_^to_^ 
cruit a company -of 63 men for a 
semi-military organization. 


"Our function is to harass and 


delay an enemy if he gets into our 
territory, Adams county. 


Many In Service Now 


"In addition the governor may 


call for the 
state militia to op- 


pose any group ,that has become 
large and is opposing and delaying 
the carrying out of the laws. 


"Our local company after its or- 


ganization a year ago at one time 
had 110 men on its rolls. The Army 
and Navy however have been draw- 
ing heavily from our ranks and we 
now have 75 to 80 men. 
j 


"We are proud of one tiling, that 


the men who are drafted from this 
organization have a grounding in 
military courtesy and drill and that 
grounding is shown in the manner 
in which the men get ahead in the 
armed forces. 


"The people of Adams county are 


known all over Pennsylvania as 
people who do things. In the giv- 
ing of blood for plasma, in war 
bond sales and in all other activi- 
ties the county is usually leading 
the state. Likewise, regardless of 
what other counties do, Adams 
county will continue its Minutemen 
organization for the duration of the 
war even if all of our men but one 
is drafted into the armed forces. 
Most of you men have sons or 
brothers in the armed forces and 
they want to know that you are 
doing your bit. One way is through 
active participation in the Minute- 
men."

GlMANY FEARS 
BOMBING RAIDS 
IN EAST BY REDS 


By DEWTTT MACKENZIE 


(Associated Press War Analyst) 
Karl Zeppelin. Hitlerian air ex- 


pert, has exposed to his public the 
undraped fact that the Nazi retreats 
on the Russian front make it pos- 
sible for the Red air fleet to attack 
cities within the Reich—and the 
German man-in-the-street. his belly 
already full of Anglo-Yankee bombs, 
is said to be worried. 


.Fresh disaster would indeed be 


heaped on the Fuehrer if the Mus- 
covite bombers should start heavy 
raiding of ecsierr. Germany in con- 
junction with the Allied assault from 
the west and south. Thus far this 
part of the Reich lias been com- 
paratively free of intensive bomb- 
ing, because of its distance from 
American and British air bases. 
Consequently Hitler depends greatly 
on that area for his war production. 


Death From Eastern Skies 


The Germans have plenty of 


reason for being fearful of death 
coining out of the eastern skies. The 
fact that the Russians haven't em- 
barked on a wholesale bombing 
offensive against Nazidom hereto- 
fore, doesn't mean they lack air 
power. On the contrary they possess 
great aerial strength, but ever since 
the beginning of the war they've 
been using their warplanes for the 
titanic land battles on the long 
eastern fighting front. 


Several of these engagements are' 


under way now, Marshal Stalin 
having announced a fresh offensive 
in the Ukraine last night. The Red 
armies are making a furious on- 
slaught to cut German Marshal von 
Mannstein off and either annihilate 
his forces or batter him down into 
the crater of the Balkan volcano. 


May Bomb In Spring 


So long as this intensive fighting 


continues, the Reds likely will want 
to concentrate their air power on 
the battle-front. However, an early 
spring already has turned the steppes 
into lakes of mud which greatly 
impedes operations. By April it's 
possible that there will be a great 
slackening off of fighting for sev- 
eral weeks, though it's unsafe to 
assume this in view of the way 
military traditions are being shat- 
tered. 


However, if there's a lull it pre- 


sumably will permit the Russians to 
participate.in the reduction of Hit- 
ler's strength by bombing. 
The 


Muscovites keep the figures of their 
aerial strength to themselves, but 
we know they are capable of hurling 
a great force at the Nazis as witness 
their recent attacks on the Finns. 
Certainly the Red fleet may be ex- 
pected to do intensive bombing of 
German bases and communications 
In Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


Moscow approves of the Anglo- 


American air drive against Germany, 
but it's interesting to have Lt. Gen- 
eral Boris Sterhgov remind the 
Allies again through the newspaper 
Red Star that Hitler won't fall by 
bombing alone. It will be, says the 
general, by the "active operations 
of a lond army of many millions in 
cooperation with air and sea forces."

STILWELL IS 
PUSHING JAPS 
IN BURMA ZONE 


By PRESTON GBOyEB 


New Delhi, March 10 (AP)T-So 


fast is Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell 
forcing the fighting pace in north 
Burma that a crisis which will make 
or break this year's Burma cam- 
paign is now rapidly approaching. 


Critics who once scoffed at the 


possibility of a major Burma action 
this year have begun to show sur- 
prise and real interest in the fact 
that, with limited resources. "Vine- 
gar Joe" has forced his way approxi- 
mately 100 miles into north Burma. 


The leathery-faced 
general 
is 


rapidly confronting the Japanese 
with a major decision—they must 
draw forces from other Burma fronts 
to halt Stilwell's Chinese and Ameri- 
can columns, or permit him to ac- 
complish his objective 
relatively 


unhindered. His aim is to clear the 
Japanese from north Burma so he 
can build a new link to the Burma 
road which can carry supplies to 
fighting forces in China. 


Sets Fast Pace 


Stilwell has been advancing much 


faster than the southeast Asia high 
command thought possible. So far 
as seizing territory is concerned, 
Stilwell's show is the biggest opera- 
tion going on against the Japanes 
this side of the Japanese-held zones. 


Critics in this theater have ques- 


tioned the military and engineering 
feasibility of Gen. Stilwell's Ledo 
road from northeast India down the 
Hukawng valley and on to north 
central Burma, where it would hook 
up with the old Burma road. 


StilweU's reply to both objections 


was given at a recent press con- 
ference when he said his forces had 
already accomplished what he had 
been told here was "impossible." 


"Vinegar Joe's" action in divert- 


ing his American infantry column 
into operations in direct cooperation 
with his American-trained Chinese 
is a drastic revision of the first plan 
to have the column led by Brig. 
Gen. Frank Merrill merely a long-

Burma similar to the operation con- 
ducted last year by Wingate's raid- 
ers.

MAY GIVE REDS 
AMERICAN AND 
BRITISH SHIPS 


By JOIEN M. IIIGIITOWER, 


Washington, March 10 (AP) — 


More than a dozen British and 
American surface warships plus a 
score of other naval craft may be 
assigned to Russia under the deal 
now pending for dispersal of the 
Italian fleet. 


The present plan, it was learned 


today, is to transfer British and 
American naval units to Russian 
operation for the duration of the 
war and leave the Italian fleet rela- 
tively intact in the Mediterranean, 
where it has performed well under 
American and British direction. 


Once the Russians have been in- j 


structed in fhe handling of vessels 
they get, strategic factors indicate 
they will be put in service on the 
northern supply route to Murmansk. 
They .can not be moved into the 
Black Sea because of German con- 
trol, through island-based aircraft, 
of the Mediterranean approaches to 
the 
Dardenelles. 
Eventually, 
if 


Russia goes to war with Japan they 
might be employed in the Pacific. 


What, Is One Third 


The full story of Italian fleet dis- 


position indicates that most of the 
confusion and particularly the con- 
cern expressed by Premier Badoglio 
in Italy over what was to happen 
arose from the way in which the 
news was first made public. 


At liis press conference a week 


ago today President Roosevelt told 
questioners that roughly about, one- 
Oiird of the fleet or its equivalent 
was due Russia and tliat problems 
of arranging a transfer according to 
that formula were only about half 
solved. 


Publicly released figures on the 


exact number of Italian warships 
surrendered are vague at best, but 
they show approximately five bat- 
tleships, some of them old and dam- 
aged, eight cruisers, 27 destroyers 
and one aircraft carrier. In addi- 
tion the Italians probably surrend- 
ered about 60 submarines and a 
number of torpedo boats and other 
small craft. 


What would be the equivalent of 


one-third of this force, apparently 
has constituted quite a problem for 
the Allied chiefs of staff.

RACIAL STORM 
BREAKS AGAIN 


IN NEW BOOK 


By JAMES MARIOW AND 


GEORGE ZIELKE 


Washington, March 10 (AP)—A 


booklet, "The Races of Mankind," 
has raised a storm here, the latest 
in a series on the question of racial 
superiority involving whites and ne- 
groes. 


The booklet says 
briefly that 


when intelligence tests are given the 
people of any race the results will 
be affected by the individual's back- 
ground and, educational opportuni- 
ties. 


It says: "When a man boabu. 01 


his racial superiority, x x x perhaps 
what he's really saying is that he 
had a'lot of luck after he was 
born. A man of another race might 
have been his equal if he'd had the 
same luck in his life." 


Race Prejudice 


Striking at race prejudice in this 


country, the booklet concludes that 
the United States should "clean its 
own house" so it can "stand un- 
ashamed before the Nazis and con- 
demn, without confusion, their doc- 
trines of a master race." 


Southerners, in and out of con- 


gress, recently have declared firmly 
for 
"white 
supremacy" 
in 
the 


south. The South Carolina house o£ 
representatives two weeks ago adop- 
ted a resolution reaffirming "our 
belief in and our allegiance to es- 
tablished white supremacy." 


This week a Kentucky Democrat, 


Rep. May, chairman of the House 
Military Committee in Congress, at- 
tacked the "races of mankind." 


The booklet—written by two Co- 


lumbia University anthropoligists, 
Professor Ruth Benedict and Dr. 
Gene Weltfish—was published as 
85th in a series on public affairs by 
the' Public Affairs Committee, Inc. 
That committee includes a number 
of educators. 


Blacked By May 


The booklet had been sold publicly 


for 10 cents since last October and 
was to have been used by the Army 
in soldier-instruction courses until 
May's attack blocked distribution. 


He said this was accomplished by 


his committee's threat to 
"expose 


the motive behind the book": to 
teach racial equality v especially the 
equality of white and negroes, to 
the troops. 


Army spokesmen said it never was 


intended for general circulation 
among soldiers but was to have been 
used by officers teaching orienta- 
tion courses as background material 
to refute the Nazi "super race" 
theory. 


May was angered by a claim he 


said the book made that a survey 
showed the average negro in some 
northern states was the intellectual 
equal of white men in some south- 
ern states. 


Negro Scores 


The booklet said: Negroes made a 


lower score than whites in intelli- 
gence tests given soldiers in the 
American Expeditionary forces in 
the first world war. But it added 
this: 


The tests also showed that white 


and negro northerners had higher 
scores than white and negro south- 
erners. 


It attributed these results to the 


poorer economic and educational op- 
portunities of the south in 1917. 


'•Negroes," the booklet said, "with 


better luck after they were born got 
higher scores than whites with less 
luck. The white race did badly 
where economic conditions were bad 
and schooling was not provided, and 
negroes living under better condi- 
tions surpassed them."

2. A payment of 32.2 cents per 


day—already approved by the WLB 
—goes into the basic rate for men 
paid on an hourly, daily or month- 
ly basis. 


Other Provisions 


(Previously, this payment merelj 


had been added to the pay for each 
shift which a miner worked. This 
practice will be continued for men 
paid on a tonnage basis. Worker 
paid on a time basis, however, wil 
receive greater earnings for over 
time 'with the 32.2 cents computed 
as part of the base rate.) 


3. A "formula" for continuous 


shift workers is eliminated and op 
erators are authorized to cut thei 
work week from seven to six day 
if replacements are locally avail 
able. Their pay will be $1.046 an 
hour, plus 37.8 cents a day, with 
time and half after forty hours 
Miners say this will give continu 
ous shift workers about 60 cent 
more for a six-day week than the 
receive for a seven day week unde 
the "formula."

WAR CABINET 
THREATENS TO 


BREAK STRIKE 


London, March 10 (AP) — The 


British war cabinet let it be known 
today that firm action will be taken 
to halt the coal strike which has 
virtually paralyzed the rich South 
Wales minefields unless the 90,000 
or more miners now idle return at 
once to the pits. 


There was no official indication 


what the action would be, but labor 
leaders said the government was 
prepared to take over the mines as 
it did during the general strike of 
1926. 


Arthur 'Homer, president of the 


powerful V'elsh Miners Union, re- 
turned to Cardig last night after a 
day-long meeting with Fuel Min- 
ister Gwilym Lloyd George and im- 
mediately appealed to the miners to 
resume work psnding negotiations to 
settle their wage complaints. 


Miners' 
delegates, 
meanwhile, 


went forward with plans for a con- 
ference Saturday, at which they 
will discuss concessions already won, 
and called for workers' mass meet- 
ings on Sunday. 


Union leaders said the miners did 


not fully understand the concessioas 
granted Wednesday when the fuel 
minister approved an agreement be- 
tween the operators and men ad- 
vancing the piece rate scale and 
providing 
extra 
allowances for 


those forced to work in water or 
heavy dust. 


Thirteen members of parliament 


from labor districts will go through 
the mining districts over -the week- 
end to explain the concessions, 
•which, it was said, will net 
the 


miners between seven and eight mil- 
lion pounds f$28,000.000 to $32,000,- 
000> annually. 


It is estimated that the strike now 


is costing Britain 80,000 tons of 
badly needed coal daily. A total of 
165 pits in the Welsh fields have 
been closed and the strike spread 
yesterday to nine Scottish 
pits, 


where 7,000 workers walked out.

American casualties in this wor so 
far total 162,232, of whom 37,853 
are dead. 


Secretary of War Stimson, at a 


news conference Thursday announ- 
ced that Army casualties (as of Feb. 
23) 
totaled 
121,458. 
Of 
this 


number, 20,592 were killed, 47,318 
wounded. 26,326 arc missing and 
27,222 are prisoners of war. 


The latest Navy total is 40.824, 


made up of 17.261 killed. 9.910 
wounded, 9,239 missing and 4.414 
prisoners of war. These figures 
cover the Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard> as well as the Navy proper. 


Of the total casualties the Navy 


has suffered 27.383. Marines 12,986 
and the Coast Guard 455. 


Stimson said that of the 47,318 


Army wounded, 25,291 have been re- 
turned to duty or discharged. Of 
the 27,222 prisoners, Stimson said, 
the enemy has reported that 1,673 
have died of disease in prison camps. 


These deaths. Stimson comment- 


ed, occurred mostly in Japanese- 
occupied areas and the total prob- 
ably is larger than reported by the 
enemy.

A 74-year-old blind woman, her niece and the latter's 17- 


months-old son were fatally burned when fire levelled their 
log and weatherboard home, two miles from Iron Springs 
on the Greenstone road west of Fairfield, about 6 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 


Percy Smith, 41, son of the aged woman who perished, res- 


cued four-year-old Mary Alice McKee, whose mother and 
younger brother were lost in the flames. Smith received 
severe burns of the_face and handsjn two trips into the 
blazing building in vain attempts to rescue the others. 


Three Perish In Flames 


The dead are: 
Mrs. Margaret Smith, widow of David Smith who died 


15 years ago, in ill health for the last three years but 
not bedfast. 
Her son said today she had been nearly 


blind for a number of years. 


Mrs. Violet McKee, 24, niece of Mrs. Smith. Her hus- 


band is serving in the armed forces. 


Billy Leroy McKee, aged 17 months, younger child of 


Mrs. MoKee. 
Wednesday afternoon Fairfield firemen located the three 


bodies in the smoking ruins of the two-story building that 
had been built in Civil war days and had been Mrs. Smith's 
home for the last 33 years.

Son Suffers Severe Burns 


Smith was rushed to the office of Dr. Ira Henderson, Fair- 


field, by a neighbor after his attempts at rescue were blocked 
by roaring flames which swept rapidly through the entire 
structure. From there he was taken to the Warner hospital 
where he received treatment for second degree burns of the 
face and left hand. He also suffered minor cuts when he 
ripped out window sashes to re-enter the blazing building. 
The only doorway was blocked by flames. 


Little Mary Alice McKee, with singed curls her only injury, 


is being cared for by Mr. and Mrs. Sheldon 'Richardson, 
neighbors. 


Percy Smith told a reporter for* 


The Gettysburg Times at the hos- 
pital about 8 a. m. Wednesday 
that he does not know the origin 
of the fire. He believes it was 
caused by faulty wiring or may have 
caught from a fire he kindled Wed- 
nesday morning in the outkitchen 
where the flames broke out. 


Complete Loss 


He said all the family's clothing 


—with the exception of the working 
clothes he was wearing—and all of 
their furniture together with about 
$215 
in cash were lost when the 


house was consumed. Nothing was 
saved and there is no insurance, he 
said. 


Wednesday afternoon the Red

GUISE REFUSES 
CONSENT TO 
DRAFT APPEAL 


A special meeting of the borough 


council will be asked by the council 
safety committee to act on recom- 
mendations it will submit on the 
matter of vacancies on the borough 
police force, it was indicated after 
a special meeting of the committee, 
headed by Councilman J. 
Harry 


Troxcll, following the March meet- 
ing of council, Monday evening. 


A committee spokesman, after the j 


meeting, said the committee is in- ; 
clined to follow the wishes of Chief' 
of Police Glenn Guise and recom-! 
mend that council should not ask a 
deferment for the officer. The com- 
mittee will meet Wednesday to 
frame recommendations for council. 


During the council session Chief 


Guise, who last week was accepted 
for service with the Marines, told 
council emphatically that he does 
not want them to ask a deferment 
for him. "If the deferment is asked 
and I have anything to say about it, 
I will refuse it," the chief said as 
he pointed out that a short-term de- 
ferment would only postpone the 
matter for later decision. 


To Leave Soon 


"There are men in this community 


who are available to serve as offi- 
cers," the chief declared. He said 
the volume of police work has de- 
clined greatly. He told council that 
since he has been classified 1A and 
accepted by the Marines, the ques- 
tion of a deferment now is a 
"closed book" as far as he is con- 
cerned. 
He said he was told at 


Karrisburg last week he might ex- 
pect his call to active duty March 
22 or 23. 


The matter was first brought be- 


fore council by Burgess Fred G. 
Pfeffer who said he already had 
three applications from prospective 
policemen. As he concluded his sum- 
mary of the police situation the bur- 
gess said: "Chief Guise has been 
my 'right arm' since I have been 
burgess and in spite of the fact 
that I likely will feel his loss more 
than any other borough official, I 
am recommending to council that he 
be released in accordance with his 
wishes." 


Earlier the burgess had told coun- 


cilmen that many townspeople had 
told him that Guise must not be 
released and indicated "in a way 
that was highly complimentary to 
Chief Guise the high esteem in 
which he' is held here as a police 
officer." 


Burgess Quizzed 


Burgess Pfeffer related to council 


incidents of his appearance before 
the local draft board two weeks ago 
at the call of the draft officials for 
questioning about Guise's training, 
ability, qualifications and about the 
possibility of being unable to replace 
him here. "The questions were aim- 
ed in one direction," the burgess 
said, "I should have been cross-ex- 
amined to get the complete picture 
before the members of the board." 


The burgess indicated that he felt 


the borough would only have to ask 
for it and a deferment for the po- 
lice chief would be forthcoming. 
Both the burgess and Chairman 
Troxell said they could understand 
the chiefs point of view and his 
wishes "in view of future considera- 
tions" to enter service now. The 
chief said he does not want to be 
accused of being a "draft evader." 


After the opinion was expressed 


that the draft board may feel that 
"Guise is advancing the war effort 
better by his efficient service here 
than as a private in the Marines." 
President H. M. Oyler asked why 
the officer had been placed in 1-A 
and given a physical examination 
if he is to be given a deferment. 


Threatens to Quit 


E. V. Bulleit, Esq., borough so- 


licitor and government appeal agent 
for the draft board, had left the 
meeting earlier and no one at- 
tempted to explain the draft board's 
procedure in the chiefs case. 


In answer to questions Guise said 


three officers might be enough if 
no "day off" each week is planned 
for the regular men. He also sug- 
gested that from 2 to 8 a. m. an 
officer might be kept on call rather 
than on duty to reduce policing 
hours.

write so well lying in bed." It also 
stated that he was progressing well 
in the hospital and then was able 
to take "solid foods."

Red Cross Investigating
